Forsyth Technical Institute is dedicated to the concept of continuing education. Recog- 
nizing the constant development of new technologies and new production methods brought 
about by an expanding industrial program in research and development and the social and 
vocational impact of these factors, the Institute sustains a major effort in the area of adult 
continuing education. This program is directed toward self-improvement in cultural, 
avocational, and vocational pursuits. 

Adult Education courses conducted by Forsyth Technical Institute are offered on a 
daytime and evening basis in approximately 36 different locations in Forsyth and Stokes 
Counties. Between 3,000 and 3,500 students enroll in these courses each quarter, and a 
teaching staff of 170 part-time instructors teach in the program. Course offerings in adult 
education begin at grade level one and extend through post-high-school occupational educa- 
tion, A visit to the adult education program will afford the opportunity to see adults:
